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PSB responds to 
Police Costing 

There were some verbal clashes at the Bradford West 
GwiUimbury-Innisfil Police Services Board Meeting 
on March 25, a meeting that dealt with ordinary police 
business for the South Simcoe Police Service, but also 
requests from the partner municipalities, regarding the 
OPP “costing" for police service. 

The Board also welcomed special guest Duane Sprague, 
Police Services Advisor with the Ministry of Community 
Safety & Correctional Services, who provided some 
insight into the steps ahead. 

The Board received requests from the Town of Innisfil 
and Town of BWG, for a presentation by South Simcoe 
Police Chief Rick Beazley, in response to the OPP costing 
proposals. The Board was asked to direct the Chief to 
speak with BWG Council on April 18, and Innisfil Council 
on May 1 - with both municipalities promising a decision 
on policing by the end of June. 

The Innisfil letter also included a request for assistance 
from Chief Beazley 
in interpreting 

calls, as part of a 
proposal to re-open 
the cost-sharing 
agreement with 
Bradford; and 
a request for a 
costing for a stand¬ 
alone Innisfil-only 
South Simcoe 
Police Service. 

come up with a 
separate costing, 
with any certainty,” 
replied the Chief. 

“There are too 
many variables 
and too many unknowns.” The service has always been 
shared between the 2 municipalities; to “disentangle” 
costs “is difficult for me to assess.” 

“I also understand it’s very difficult to take apart what 
does exist, and Lego-block it into a new Police Service,”

Key documents (birth certificates, 
records of immunization), extra keys 
for the car and house - and cash, 
especially smaller denomination 
bills. 

. A carry-all or backpack, to take

promote research - finding that 
businesses have simply hired 
accountants to find ways to access 
the credits, without actually 
supporting new research. The 
grants are designed to address that 
concern, he said. 

The budget also includes 
elimination of CIDA, the Canadian 
International Development Agency. 
The announcement is buried in 
the budget section on 'benefits for 
families’ but basically rolls CIDA 
into a new Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs, International Trade and 
Development, potentially tying aid 
to trade. 

Van Loan said that the goal was 
not to find cost-savings, but “trying 


does in one spot.... (to) deliver 
programs in a unified fashion. 

“Often we were tripping over 
each other, and having excessive 
meetings, to make sure you weren’t 
duplicating or leaving gaps. The 
objective is policy, not savings.” 

“I think the overall thrust (of the 
budget) is deficit reduction,” Van 
Loan concluded, with the promise 
of a balanced budget by 2015, and a 
$800 million surplus by 2015-16. 

Van Loan was asked where the cuts 
will come, in the 2013 budget. “I 
don’t know,” he replied, noting that 
that is a question that the Opposition 
is constantly asking. “The cuts aren't 
there,” he insisted.
